While dangling a promise of 
lower taxes before the 
Romulus voters, members of 
the Troutt team ticket ad- 
mitted it will take more taxes, 
through general obligation 
water and sewer bonds to 
improve the city’s tax base by- 
luring industry-. 

The Troutt team of mayor 
and council candidates said it 
would cut the city’s water and 


sewer bond retirement 
millage from seven to zero, 
yet admitted last Friday it 
may have to float a $10 million 
bond issue, at taxpayer ex- 
pense. to build up the city’s 
water and sewer system as a 
lure to industry'. 

’if the taxpayers of 
Romulus will pass a bond 
issue for school construction,” 
said Terry L. Troutt, can- 
didate for mayor in Romulus, 


“We can see to it they will 
pass a bond issue for water 
and sewer lines and roads, 
with a display of good 
leadership.” 

Troutt. and his fellow 
candidates said Romulus has 
not advanced in development 
for the past three years 

“THERE IS NOT one single 
shopping center or theater to 
take advantage of the millions 
of people who will pass 


through Metropolitan Airport 
each year,” said Gary 
Bingamen. candidate for city 
clerk “The people all go to 
Detroit ” 

The average Romulus 
median family income, ac- 
cording to the 1970 census 
estimate, is only $7,890 

The candidates said that 
Romulus must offer 
something to lure industry and 


Romulus will get tough 
with park troublemaker

Romulus Mayor Hyle 
Carmichael and the city 
council have ordered a “get 
tough' ’ policy on youthful 
party goers in Kennedy Park, 

After the Romulus City 
Council passed a resolution 
ordering all parks closed at 11 
p.m . Sheriff’s Road 
Patrol officers closed down 
Kennedy Park at midnight 
last Wednesday, quelling a 
minor disturbance with two 
arrests. 

Two men, aged 22 and 21. 
were arrested for being drunk 
and disorderly after at- 
tempting to attack two road 
patrol cars. 

ONE MAN officers said, 
shouted: “Let’s get the sheriff 
pigs, there’s only one car.” 

The man attacked the two 
oHicers in the car. and two 
other officers in a back-up 
vehicle, and was arrested. 

Another man attacked a 
road patrol officer, and was 
placed under arrest. 

Both were kept in the Wayne 
Countv Jail overnight 

“AT MV SUGGESTION, the 
council ordered all city parks 
closed at 11 p m .” Car- 
michael said. 

“We only had the police to 
carry out the order 

“It’s too bad, but last year, I 
received few. if any com- 
plaints from citizens around 
Kennedy Park. 

“Now I get complaints 
about automobiles racing and 
screeching tires, and kids 
playing music from speakers 
on top of their cars late at 
night 

“AFTER WE cleared the 
park last Wednesday. I got 
some calls from parents who 
complained that kids have no 
place to go at night 

They can go to the city 
parks as long as they’re or- 
derly. but for the time being, 
we re closing the parks at 11 
p.m." 

Carmichael said the 
disturbances last year were 


minor compared to the 
problems around the park this 
year. 

“One citizen told me it 
seems like it rains beer cans 
every night around the park,” 
the mayor said 
YOUTHS FROM the park 

In Romulus 


came to complain to Car- 
michael after Wednesday’s 
action. 

“I told them they were free 
to use city facilities until 11 
pm., so long as they don’t 
disturb anyone.” Carmichael 
said 


“They told me they had 
nowhere to go after that time 
I asked them if they feel 
right in having us charge their 
parents taxes to clean up their 
messes There are beer and 
w ine bottles around the parks 
in the morning.” 


Busing angers parents

School children in the 
Wellesley and Birch Run 
Townhouse Cooperatives in 
Romulus are faced with 
another school change next 
fall — the fifth switch in four 
years for some students — and 
their parents are angry 
They are angry with the 
Romulus Board of Education 
which decided June 12 that all 
children attending Cory 
Elementary School — less 
than a five-minute walk from 
the Wellesley Cooperative — 
will be transfered to another 
school, and that the rest of the 
800 children from the two 
cooperatives will have to 
attend new schools also 
“We can’t understand why 
they <board of education) 
decided to move our kids,” 
said Charles R Jenish, 
speaking as a representative 
for the two cooperatives at 
Monday’s special meeting of 
the school board “Here we 
have a perfectly good school 
right across the street from us 
and the board decides it wants 
to move the kids. 

“SOME OF OUR children 
have been moved as many as 
seven times in the last four 
years ” 

The apparent cause of the 
problem stems from 

classroom overcrowding and 
safety factors of walking to 
and from school, board of- 
ficials say 

Gerald Budd, board 

secretary, said three of the 


eight elmentary schools in 
Romulus have room short- 
ages. 

“In Cory there are 20 rooms 
and we need 25: Harrison has 
16 and we need 19; 
Merriman’s 20 is one short of 
the necessary 21”. he said 
“That’s why the children arp 
being bused ” 

An overflow crowd of 150 
Wellesley and Birch Run 
parents who had been 
picketing the proposed busing 


continuation outside the 
Romulus Community Schools 
administration building 
packed the meeting room for 
the special session, which 
prompted Board President 
Jason P Lovett e to move the 
meeting to the more spacious 
auditorium ol the high schoo/ 
The patents see ted at the

'The hell' of POW camp will not leave memory 


Col. Odell to tell story to Enterprise-Roman readers

“As I completed the roll, dropping the 
aircraft nose toward the ground, I felt a slight 
thud at the belly of the plane I realized I had 
taken a 'hit and that my plane was on fire...” 

That day of despair took place at 10:48 a m. 
Oct 17, 1967 • somewhere over North Viet- 
nam The man recalling the “hit” was Lt. Col 
Donald E. Odell, a prisoner of the North 
Vietnamese for nearly six years 

Col Odell, 38. is a free man now, but the hell 
of a Communist POW camp will never leave 
his memory 

THE HARRISON Township POW was 


among those released by the North Viet- 
namese through an agreement reached 
between this nation, Hanoi and Red China. 

Since our POW’s have returned, some so- 
called Americans have accused returning 
POW’s of being brainwashed by the Ad 
ministration; while others, who claim to have 
inspected Communist POW camps, told the 
news media “our boys are being treated with 
extra care..:” 

Through special arrangement with The 


Macomb Daily, a sister PANAX publication, 
the readers of the Enterprise-Roman, star 
ling today, will read a six-part series on Col 
Odel's life ns a prisoner of Hanoi - and the 
kind of treatment he and other American 
airmen sustained by the so-called gentle 
Communists. 

The informative and sometimes brutal 
account of Col Odell’s experiences, was 
edited by Maury Vincent, editor of the 
Macomb Daily. 


WITH the assistance of Vincent, a veteran 
of the North Africa and Italian campaign 
during World War II. Col Odell’s six-part 
series takes you into a cell with him and his 
fellow POW’s and makes you since as he 
relates the brutal interrogations 
And the narrative series will give you a 
sense of pride in the courage and deter- 
mination of these men not to lose faith in 
themselves, their country or their fellow

9 and David, 6 - he talked 
ol activists, bombs, and society. 

And with moistened eyes, he said:

At the Odell home, our nation's date of birth

STUDENTS working in the 
1973 program are con- 
centrated in five areas: eh- 
vironmental mapping surveys 
in Genesee, Ingham, Kent, 
and Kalamazoo Counties, a 
rodent survey in Wayne 
County (excluding Detroit), 
and a water-sewer survey in 
Sumpter Township of Wayne 
County. Students work in 
cooperation with local health 
officials in each area. 

The environmental mapping 
projects are designed to ob- 
tain and use data for program 
planning purposes at the local 
level Environmental (block- 
by-block) appraisals will 
provide information on 
housing and environmental 
deficiencies — how' many 
dwelling units, vacant lots, 
etc., there are, their relative 
condition and concentration, 
etc. 

Environmental mapping 
surveyors drive to their 
survey area and then walk 
while surveying each block 
according to exterior housing 
conditions explained in a 
training session at the 
beginning of the program. 

Rodent surveys will 
determine the extent of in- 
festation in the survey areas, 
based on rodent signs (dead 
rats, burrows, chewed sur- 
faces, feces, etc). Clear data 
on such signs aids local health 
officials in establishing the 
need for new programs, 
controls, and local par- 
ticipation in solving the 
problems identified. 

THU WATER-SEWER 
survey is an outgrowth of 
concern over restricted 
surface drainage outlets and a 
lack of a public sewer system 
in Sumpter Township, since 
the area has a perennial high 
ground water condition which 
hinders operation of private 
sewage disposal systems 

The students will locate 


malfunctioning sewage 
disposal systems and 
hazardous private water 
supply systems. 

After they complete the 
week-long training session 
with the local health depart- 
ment and MSEC, the students 
work almost entirely on their 
own. They may contact the 


health department or MSEC 
for help with problems or to 
turn in data, but they are not 
directly supervised 
THE USE oi such an ap- 
proach has proved to be ef- 
fective in the past. The 
students accept the respon- 
sibility of directing their own 
work.

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(Continued from Page 1-A) 
age just can’t be continually 
moved like this.” 

•TOO MANY moves to 
children before the fourth 
grade can be psychologically 
harmful” said Jenish, whose 
five-year-old son Chris also 
faces being bused for the third 
time, in the fall. 

The parents within the 
cooperative are prepared to 
take the matter to court, and 
insist they will keep their 
children home in the fall 
rather than have them bused 

“We are prepared to take 
this to court as a class-action 
lawsuit,” Jenish said. “We 
think the people who live in a 
district should be allowed to 
attend the schools in that 
district. 

“The children take more 
time waiting for the bus than it 
would take to w alk to school. If 
our kids could walk to Cor> . *1 
would save time.” 

The question of safety also 
was a key issue, according to 
the board. To let children 
cross several of the streets 
leading to the schools their 
parents want them to go to is 
“extremelv dangerous.” 

•HISTORICALLY. we've 
always wanted our children to 
be able to walk to school/' 
explained Board Treasurer 
Carl W Morris, ”but as 
Romulus grew, roads became 
unsafe so all kindergarteners 
were bused. 

“A child’s life is worth many 
millions of dollars and the 
State Board of Education pays 
us to pick up these students on 
unsafe roads.” 

At some elementary schools 
in Romulus, parents serve as 
volunteer crossing guards to 
halt traffic and allow children 
to cross safely to nearby 
schools. The parents of 
Wellesley and Birch Run 
children want to do this but 
could not get the board’s 
approval. 

There’s no reason we can’t 
have ladies act as crossing 
guards like they do at other 
schools,” Jenish said. 

All kindergarteners in 
Romulus are currently bused, 
with only students in higher 
elementary grades permitted 
to walk. 

BECAUSE OF the over- 
crowding factor, the board felt 
it w ould be more economically 
feasible to again move the 
students by bus. 

Jenish said he could not rule 
out the possibility of in- 
tegration as a motive for the 
board s decision to bus the 
children. 

“I can only speak for 
myself, but 1 really can’t rule 
out that possibility,” he said. 

At present, Wellesley 
students attend three different 
elementary schools, as do 
Birch Run children, and many 
of the children have moved 
more than once a year 

Three mothers told the 
board that their children 
“could not take another 
move” and that one little girl 
“cries herself to sleep at 
night” because of it. 

MRS. ANITA JACOBS, a 
four-year resident of 
Romulus, has a daughter 
facing her fifth mov^as does 
Mrs. Wendy Edmonson Mrs 
Bonny Pollard’s child, 
however, will be making his 
seventh school change in the 
last four years. 

Lovette said the board

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Area educators are unhappy 
about venereal disease bill

A bill passed by the 
Michigan House requiring 
public schools lo instruct 
students on the dangers of 
venereal disease (VD) is 
logically sound, say area 
educators, but they’re not 
overly happy with the way the 
instruction would come about. 

Passed by almost a 2-to-l 
margin recently by the House 
and referred to the Senate for 
approval, the bill allows for 
dissemination of information 
on venereal disease and would 
apply to public schools across 
the state. 

It states: ’’Each district 
shall adopt and implement a 
venereal disease education 
policy in cooperation with the 
State Department of 
Education.” Parents could 
have their child excused from 
the classes on request, 
however. 

IN ESSENCE, the bill, if it 
becomes law, would require 
school systems to establish 
venereal disease education 
policies to fit their individual 
needs — but it would not be 
optional. And the idea of the 
slate telling schools what 
classes to teach strikes a sour 
note with some ad- 
ministrators 

“The idea to educate 
students about venereal 
disease is sound, but I’m not 
overly enthused about having 
the state tell us what we 
should do,” said Romulus 
High School Principal Joel 
Carr 

“I admit students need 
education on ' this, but at 
Romulus we operate a 
required health class for ninth 
grade students generally, and 
next year we plan to have an 
advanced class,” he said 

Carr said the health class 
includes segments of in- 
struction or discussion on VD. 
but does not deal exclusively 
with it. and believes the 
amount of instruction offered 
there is sufficient. 

“I don’t feel the Senate or 
the State or Michigan should 
start dictating what we do.” 
he explained “There should 
Ik* some local prerogative 
involved in deciding whether 
to have a class like that 

• THIS YEAR it’s VD, next 
year maybe they’ll b£ 
requiring us to teach classes 
on the wearing of seat belts — 
that’s a pretty autocratoc 
government ” 

Carr’s attitude was 
reflected by other area 
principals — some with 
stronger feelings, others with 
a more passive opinion — but 
they all agreed that some sort 
of VD education is necessary 
in the schools. 


And perhaps the happiest 
person of all about the House’s 
passing of the bill is Cindy 
Ford, State Public Health 
representative and VD in- 
vestigator 

Miss Ford deals with 
hundreds of VD casea a year 
through the Wayne County 
Health Department and hopes 
the Senate approves the bill to 
make VD instruction man- 
datory in schools. 

“VENEREAL DISEASE is 
the biggest public health 
problem we have,” she said, 
“and instruction in the schools 
is absolutely necessary if the 
rates of the disease are to go 
down.” 

She said the number of 
cases of gonorrhea, the 
leading venereal disease, has 
been steadily increasing 
throughout the country, and 
that in the last 10 years there 
has been a 15 per cent rise 
every year 

“We can’t turn our backs on 
the problem any longer,” she 
said “It’s extremely im- 
portant that the bill becomes 
law There are so many young 
people coming in our clinic 
every week who are not in the 


least bit aware of what VD is, 
how they get it and if they 
have it ” 

“We’ve found there is a 
three per cent prevalency rate 
among women w r ho don’t know 
they have VD.” Miss Ford 
said. i 

She said the biggest 
problem in fighting VD in 
Michigan is lack of funds 
“ALMOST ALL the money 
channeled into VD control 
goes to the study of syphillis, 
she said. “Hardly any goes for 
gonorrhea, so there’s been a 
steady rise in the number of 
cases of gonorrhea.” 

State Rep Edward E. 
Mahalek (D-Romulus) has 


vigorously urged the VD 
education bill through the 
House and strongly hopes it 
gains the Senate’s approval 

We’ve got to do something 
to control the disease,” he 
insisted “There have been 
more cases reported during 
the last few years than during 
♦he war years." 

Mahalak disagrees with 
educators who dislike the idea 
of having the state dictate 
curricula. 

“THE STATE has always 
had the right to tell the school 
systems what types of 
curricula they should have,” 
he said.

WHO was given a 
renewal on a liquor license by 
the Romulus City Council in 
1970. says plans are nearing 
completion on his proposed 
bar 

“We’re proceeding okay, 
after several months of 
delays.” Bizek said. ”1 hope to 
start construction next month. 

“The liquor license was one 
of l he main reasons I decided 
not lo run 

“I was told that a mayor, 
since he is the chief law en- 
forcement officer of the city, 
cannot operate a liquor license 


while he’s serving as mayor. 

“SINCE I have to keep the 
liquor business in operation 
for three years before I sell it, 
and I haven’t had it in 
operation, I can’t sell the 
business if elected 

“So the only other alter- 
native is to w ithdraw from the 
race, or resign if elected.” 

Bizek was first elected to 
office in 1954. when he won a 
spot on the Romulus school 
board. In 1955. he was also 
elected township treasurer.

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In spite of Watergate 

Nixon's strong hand 
keeps nation moving 


WASHINGTON — Through all the clangor 
and smoke produced by the Watergate 
scandal, one thing has become reasonably 
clear President Nixon continues as before to 
formulate national policy on major question 
of state. 

This is worth stating at a time when the 
Washington scene has become confusing to 
everyone, including the people paid to watch 
and report upon it. 

Indeed, the whole Watergate story, in some 
respects have taken on an Alice in Won- 
derland quality. Great national upheavals are 
predicted which never take place - or at least 
they haven't yet. The wilder rumors suggest 
that the whole political landscape and all the 
power relationships of Washington have been 
completely transformed. However, there is 
no evidence of this. 

In one breath people are told the president’s 
prestige has been largely destroyed and that 
if he is not forced from office he can be 
nothing but the lamest of lame duck 
presidents for the next three and a half years. 

Yet it was President Nixon who called the 
shot the other day on the stiff new anti- 
inflation program. Congress has debated this 
problem for months, but the decisive action 
came from the White House. 

Soviet Communist Party Leader Leonid I 
Brezhnev came to the United States for top- 
level negotiations with President Nixon, not 
with the senate foreign relations committee 
Indeed. Brezhnev seemed somew'hat puzzled 
by all the fuss over Watergate. 

Congress, of course, has an important role 
to play in the American system of govern- 
ment and so does the Supreme Court But the 
way Nixon has functioned in recent days 
makes nonsense of all the loose talk of 
“cutting the office of the presidency down to 
size” and about the emergence of Congress as 
the dominant branch of the government 

This does not mean that Watergate should 
be whitewashed Quite the contrary. If con- 
servatives pretend the spreading scandal 
referred to collectively as Watergate 


represents nothing serious to the well being of 
our society, they will damage their credibility 
the way many liberals did theirs when they 
pretended the new left excesses of a few r years 
ago — the riots, bombing threats and flag 
burnings — constituted nothing worse than 
youthful high spirits. 

One overriding fact has to be faced. 
Whether done with or without the president’s 
knowledge, the misdeeds of people connected 
with his administration constituted a betrayal 
of the conservative, middle-of-the-road voters 
who put Nixon in office. 

Among other things those people voted for 
vicil order and a government operating 
strictly within the law and conforming in 
every way to the American system of checks 
and balances. 

It is true rioting in the streets and on the 
campuses largely has stopped, although 
violence-prone radicals are showing signs of 
stirring again. 

Yet the big question Watergate poses is 
whether there was a tragic over reaction by 
people motivated originally by a desire to 
restore order. 

There is an old saying that “hell is paved 
with good intentions.” But for the good of the 
conservative cause, that saying should not be 
used to excuse Watergate. The United States 
is not some rickety banana republic or middle 
east dictatorship. Our government should be 
able to function efficiently without missusing 
sensitive police and intelligence organs, 
distroying evidence, attempting to suborn 
witnesses or engaging in perjury. 

Conservatives should be among the first to 
face tis truth. The great philosophic concept 
consevatives have given to the American 
system holds that governments which are not 
strictly limited in their powers tend to drift 
into abuses which eventually kill liberty for 
all of us. 

In many countries across the world people 
less fortunate than we are have seen w'hat 
happens when unchecked power strangles 
liberty It is not a pretty sight

Col. Odell tells his story

Just before dusk on the evening of October 17, 
1967, the day my F-105D fighter-bomber was shot 
down as I flew' my 17th bombing mission over 
North Vietnam, I stood before a large group of 
villagers, my hands tied tightly behind me.

Already bruised and bleeding from beatings by 
the villagers who had surrounded me when I 
parachuted from my burning plane into a rice 
paddy. I had just been pulled from a thatched hut 
by four stocky militiamen who pointed their 
weapons toward a path which wound beyond the 
hut to a ribbon of dirt road. 

I assumed this would be the point at which a 
vehicle would take me into Hanoi. I wondered if I 
ould be taken to the famed Hoalo Prison

teamed the Hanoi Hilton by earlier prisoners of 
war). I also wondered at the absence of the 
villagers who had been clamoring at me all day. 
Yet I saw no one except the four militiamen. The 
silence after the hate-filled screaming of the 
crowd earlier in the day should have been a 
signal but I w-as too tired and sore to realize 
anything other than that I was being taken to a 
prison camp. 

But as I rounded a corner of the hut. I saw' the 
reason for the silence and the absence of 
villagers. 

WOMEN WITH CLUBS 
Ahead of me. in the gathering darkness. I saw 
the path was lined four and five deep by some 250 
men. women and children from nearby villages. 
In their hands they held clubs, bamboo spears, 
stones and chunks of dirt. As they spotted me, 
they began shouting and gesturing They became 
more frenzied and agitated as I neared them 
The absolute hatred in their eyes sent a chill 
through me 

Two small boys clutching bamboo spears 
darted from the edge of the group nearest me, 
lips set grimly and eyes glaring with hate 
Jabbing and poking, they danced around me a 
moment I felt sharp pains as the spears pierced 
my thighs and legs I tried to draw away but my 
guards pushed me toward the crowd, the two 
lx>ys scampering back as 1 was jostled forward 
With the guards pushing at me. I reached the 
beginning of the gauntlet line. The actions of the 
two boys had really fired up the others. Their 
chattering reached a high pitch and everyone 
w'as screaming and shouting at me, all the time 
raining blows with fists, clubs, and hoe handles, 
jabbing with spears and throwing rocks and 
clods of dirt I could feel blood running from my 
nose and forehead My lips were cut and swollen. 

I periodically opened and shut my eyes, partly 
for protection and also in order to see whether I 
had neared the end of the line But I was only 
about halfway through I was getting dizzy and I 
stumbled a couple of times but I hadn’t yet 
fallen 

Stay on your feet, I kept telling myself. ..Stay 
on your feet ...You’ll make it. 

GRABBED MY HEAD 
Then through half-closed eyes I saw a rather 
tall Vietnamese step out of the crowd directly in 
front of me. In his right hand he carried a 
hacksaw, somewhat rusted and bent out of 
shape He reached forward and w ith his left hand 
grabbed the back of my head and forced me 
down in a bowed position I felt something 
scraping with searing pain across my back and 
neck and as I struggled futiley in his grasp I 
tw isted my head and saw his right arm pumping 
the saw across my back 
My God 1 . I thought, instinctively tightening 
m> neck muscles, he’s trying to saw- my head off 
Later I was to learn he had, indeed, cut my back 
from left to right shoulder and across the neck in 
hacking swipes that scraped through the skin 
As I struggled to break away from him, the 
militiamen managed to combine their efforts 
and push him off me But as he straightened he 
hit me in the mouth with his fist, knocking me 
t»ack wards to the ground 

DRAGGED UPRIGHT 

This seemed to excite the crowd all over again 
and they renewed their frenzy Amid the 
repeated blows, I managed to struggle to my feet 
but as 1 stood up the tall Vietnamese kicked me 
in the chest, knocking me backw ards again Now 
the clubs, fists and spears were really working 
on me and. half conscious, I felt myself being 
dragged upright and pushed forward by the 
militia 


I really hurt now and for the first time I began 
to doubt that I would come out of this ordeal 
alive 

At that moment, the words to the song. “You’ll 
Never Walk Alone,” popped into my mind. I 
don’t know why or how It just happened. 
Thinking about it now. the only prior remem- 
brance I have of that song is hearing a soloist 
sing it in a church but the words had stuck with 
me. and suddenly it was the only thing on my 
mind 

I shut out everything that was happening to 
me I seemed to lose all fear and I know' I walked 
a little straighter down that path lined with my 
tormenters. I didn’t even feel the blows. 
Somehow, I had gotten an inner strength, 
physical and mental, to endure my ordeal 
withowt apprehension or fear. I remember 
thinking the worst these people could do was kill 


me. 


FRENZIED CROWD 


By this time my four guards and I had reached 
about the three-quarter mark of the gauntlet. 
Here the crowd, in another wave of renewed 
frenzy, began closing in on me and we were 
unable to proceed any further. Even the smallest 
of children were joining in the torment. I tried a 
bloody-lipped smile at one youngster of about 
five or six His only reaction was to spit and slap 
at me I was now totallv encircled and felt death

closing in on me The militiamen pushed me to 
the ground where I sat hunched over as they 
tried to beat off the surging crowd But it was 
futile. Seated there amid a tangle of bare legs 
churning the dirt, the blows and w hat I assumed 
to be accompanying curses. I mumbled a prayer. 

At this point an old Vietnamese armed with a 
machine gun and dressed in some type of black, 
pajama-like uniform stepped toward us, 
gesturing at the crowd with the gun He talked 
animatedly for a moment with the militiamen. I 
could see them nod agreement Then the old man 
reached down, grabbed my tied arms and jerked 
me to my feet With him and the militia forming 
a w edge 1 was half dragged, half stumbled to the 
side of a building adjacent to the path Here, as I 
leaned heavily against the wall, the old man and 
the militia warded off the villagers by clubbing 
at them with their weapons. In the approaching 
darkness, I could see several padlocked doors 
along the wall 

MILLING VILLAGERS 

The man with the machine gun pulled some 
sort of tool from a pocket and snapped off one 
rusty lock He whirled me around with one arm 
and shoved me inside the building with the other 
inone swift motion As I sprawled forward to the 
ground, he stepped in behind me, closed the door 
and barred it I could hear the villagers milling 
around outside They were pounding on the doors 
and shouting This went on for several minutes 
and then gradually the noise died down and it 
became very quiet 

I huddled on the floor in a corner of the 
building Now I had some time to think. Aside 
from my physical condition. I fell I had survived 
the first real test of what l could take, mentally 
and physically 

As it turned out. there were to be many such 
tests ahead for me 

Looking back on that moment in the hut after 
stumbling through the gauntlet ot villagers. I 
find it difficult to relate to all that had happened 
in my prior lifetime. 

Uertainly. in our Air Force survival training 
we had been prepared for any eventuality, in- 
cluding capture by the enemy The stones told 
by Americans returning from Korean prisoner of 
war camps in another time and place were ac- 


cepted as something that only happens to the 
“other guy.” 

Yet, it was happening to me, Lt. Col. Donald E. 
Odell (my friends call me Digger), born July 25, 
1934, in Pontiac. Mich., and. prior to my 
assignment to Vietnam, a resident of Harrison 
Tow nship, near Lake St. Clair where, as a boy, I 
went hunting and fishing with my grandfather. 

HAPPY SUMMERS 

I spent many a happy summer at my grand- 
parents’ home on Flats Island, across from 
Decker’s Landing. In the fall, I returned to my 
classes at Whittier Elementary' School in Pon- 
tiac While in junior high school. I developed 
most every boy’s keen interest in cars and 
engines. My late father, Carl Odell, had been an 
auto mechanic and he taught me a lot as we 
worked on the family car. I learned enough to get 
a part-time job in a Pontiac garage. While at- 
tending Pontiac High School, I began developing 
an interest in airplanes and on Sept. 6. 1952, at 
age 18. I enlisted in the Air Force. 

I figured at the time that I’d get my 
military obligation behind me and then go on to 
college, never dreaming that fate had ordained 
for me a military career that would begin with 
basic training at Lackland Air Force Base in 
Texas and, on this afternoon in October of 1967, 
come close to ending w ith vicious finality on this 
dirt path in North Vietnam. 

After basic training, I completed an elec- 
tronics course and then was assigned as a radar 
technician on airborne fire control systems at 
Yuma. Ariz. It was here that I took my first ride 
in a jet plane 

THAT FIRST RIDE 

The thrill of that ride as we skimmed over the 
desert and mountains has stayed with me and is 
relived each time l climb into a cockpit I guess 
what I enjoyed most about that first flight, and 
all flights since then, is the feeling of absolute 
freedom the close ties of man and machine that 
takes both of them into the limitless skies away 
from the bounds of the earth. 

At the conclusion of that first flight, I knew I 
had to become a pilot 

Fortunately for me, my commander at Yuma 
was able to get me on a list for special college 
entrance examinations that would, if I passed, 
permit me to apply for aviation cadet training 
without the college requirement. I passed those 
exams with no trouble and I was assigned to 
Parks Air Force Base in Oakland, Calif., where I 
was to undergo three days of intensive cadet 
entrance examinations I completed those at the 
top of the class of some 150 applicants. Because 
of a “dropout' ’ vacancy. I was assigned to 
Aviation Cadet Class 55-S scheduled to begin 
training on April 24. 1954, back at Lackland Air 
Base. 

I was on my way along the path that would 
take me eventually to combat missions over 
North Vietnam and 5*2 years as a prisoner of 
war. 

After a series of pre-flight and primary flight 
training assignments, 1 graduated top in my 
class and, on Aug 1. 1955. received my pilot 
wings and commission as a second lieutenant in 
the U S Air Force 

FATE SMILED 

At this point in my life, fate smiled on me again 
(perhaps to make up for the 54 barren years to 
tome). Home on 30-dav leave, I met a pretty girl 
named Shirley Danielski who, after three years 
of long-distance courtship between home leaves, 
was to become my wife and mother of our four 
children 

In 1966. after various assignments to bases in 
the United States and Europe, I began a series of 
intensive training assignments gearing me Ajr 
combat I had been promoted to major in ine 
meantime and in August of 1966, after bidding 
my family farewell on my final leave. I left to 
join the 3-ith Tactical Fighter Squadron based at 
Korat Air Base in Thailand. 

It was from there that on Sept 4, 1967. .just 15 
years from the day of my enlistment in 1952... I 
hew my first combat mission against military 
complexes in North Vietnanv 

Little more than a month later. 1 was huddled 
in a comer of an old rice grainarv building near a 
North Vietnamese village, awaiting transfer to a 
prison camp 

I, Lt. Col Donald E Odell, had become the 
“other guy “

State revenue sharing 
will enrich local cities

Action in the house has 
quickened in the past week 
with the passage of a wide 
assortment of bills. 

One of them was the state 
revenue-sharing bill. As 
passed by the house, the 
legislation would enrich the 
revenue-sharing formula for 
local units of government. 

The measure increases the 
minimum amount of state- 
collected revenues that can be 
distributed to cities, tow nships 
and villages'and provides that 
the payments are to be in- 
creased by $1 annually. 

OTHER CHANGES made in 
the formula include, in the 
definition of overlapping 
taxes, those income taxes 
which might be levied by local 
school districts. The bill also 
revises the percentage of 
intangibles taxes that go into 
the revenue-sharing fund. The 
income tax provision would 
cover the Detroit school 
district, which has been 
authorized by the legislature 
to levy an income tax if 
necessary. 

What the overall bill does is 
increase the amount of state- 
collected and distributed tax 
monies that local govern- 
ments will receive in the fiscal 
year starting July 1 The bill is 
now under consideration in the 
senate 

The house has passed and 
sent to the senate two bills tc 
strengthen the rights of 
women. One of them would 
make it a misdemeanor to 
discriminate in the sale, 
leasing, renting or financing 
of property because of sex or 
marital status. This 
legislation was the result of 
complaints that women who 
are otherwise qualified and 
financially able have trouble 
in business transactions 
simply because they are 
women There have also been 
objections that women have 


trouble getting credit because 
of their marital status 

The other proposal would 
strike from the employment 
security- act a provision which 
makes pregnant women 
ineligible for unemployment 
benefits from the 10th week 
before their expected con- 
finement until the sixth week 
after confinement. 

BASICALLY, this means 
that a woman who is unable to 
work or not allowed to work 
during that period would find 
her income entirely cut off. 

The constitutionality of this 
provision has in recent months 
been questioned by both 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
and the Michigan attorney 
general. 

Of interest to campers 
would be action by the house 
and senate authorizing the 
department of natural 
resources to implement a 
campsite reservation system 
in Michigan next year 

Under the pilot program, 
the department will take 
applications for reservations 
at half of the 14,500 campsites 
in Michigan’s 70 state parks. 

THE DEPARTMENT has 
asked for $100,000 to launch 
the program. Department 
officials say they expect the 
money to be reimbursed 
through a special $2 reser- 
vation fee. 

The fee would be added to 
the regular campsite charge 
ranging now- from $1.50 to $3 a 
night. Campers will be able to 
apply in winter months for 
summer vacation campsites. 
Similar programs have 
worked well in other states, 
including California and 
Florida 

Approved by the house after 
it was defeated in its first 
attempt was a bill to require 


hunters to w-ear hunter orange 
for the 1974 season. The 
amount of orange materia) 
would be limited to 500 square 
yards Other states requiring 
the easily-seen orange instead 
of traditional black and red 
outfits have witnessed 
significant decreases in 
hunting accidents. The bill is 
now in the senate. 

Also approved and sent to 
the senate was a bill to permit 
any two members of a county 
board of commissioners to 
approve emergency ex- 
penditures of funds for the 
relief of honorably discharged 
military personnel or their 
dependents This would make 
help available when needed, 
for distressed veterans and 
their families.

Rep. Owen questions 
university expansion 


State Rep. Gary Ow-ne <D- 
Ypsilanti) questioned the 
expansion of some state 
college and university 
programs in view of the costs 
as well as state needs in other 
fields in a recent speech 
before the Phi Delta Kappa 
fraternity of the University of 
Michigan 

Rep. Owen questioned “the 
expansion of teacher 
education programs at a time 
when the supply of teachers 
far exceeds the demands’* and 
the need for a “Chinese 
masters program at Oakland 
University in Pontiac when 
there is one of the very best in 
the country at the University 
of Michigan 

“It is difficult to justify the 
Chinese masters program 
within a hundred miles of an 
existing program, especially 


in view of the limited 
resources available for higher 
education,” Owen said. 

The freshman legislator, a 
member of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee which 
determines and approves the 
appropriations for college and 
university programs, called 
for “institutions to enter into 
cooperative arrangements 
with other institutions." 

“Institutions must establish 
needs and priorities," Owen 
stated “In addition, more 
student contact is essential in 
determining those needs and 
priorities. A state research 
council should be established 
also, which would evaluate 
and coordinate research 
project priorities." 

Owen said the four-year 
college and university budget 
currently being studied by the 
Senate totals $381,732,000. a

The number of G.L home 
loans guaranteed by the 
Veterans Administration 
• VA > in the current fiscal year 
will likely register the 
heaviest volume of activity in 
H'» years, Donald E Johnson, 
administrator of veterans 
affairs, has reported. 

The VA Administrator noted 
that 303,000 loans with a face 
value of $7-bi llion were 
guaranteed in the first 10 
months of this fiscal year, up 
four percent over the 291,500 
loans approved in a com- 
parable period of Fiscal Year 
1972 

The total of 359,000 loans 
guaranteed in all of 1972, in 
turn, marked the most active 
year since 1957 

Veteran loans for mobile 
homes increased 40 per cent in 
the first to months of this 
fiscal year, jumping to 4.900 
from 3,500 in a comparable 
period last year. 

Johnson said the upw-ard 
trend in VA loan volume 
began in 1971, and he at- 
tributed much of the gain to 
the general availability of 
mortgage money for home 
building and buying, and a law 
signed by the President on 
Oct 23, 1970, which restored 
eligibility for loans to veterans 
of World War II and the 
Korean Conflict, eliminated 
the one-half per cent loan 
funding fee previously 
required of post-Korean 
veterans, and made other 
changes providing greater 


flexibility on the loan 
program. 

Nearly 70 per cent of the VA 
home loans are now being 
made for veterans 35 years of 
age or less The median age of 
veteran-borrowers is now 31 .

Familiarity with a large 
number of cuts and how to 
cook them allows for 
flexibility in market shopping 
Then when you recognize a 
good buy, a quick shift can be 
made in menu plans for a 
saving. 

Preparation know-how 
makes for increased eating 
satisfaction and cuts 
waste that can accompany 
poor choice of cooking 
method, cooking at too high a 
temperature or overcooking. 
Roasting, broiling, pan- 
broiling, panfrying, braising 
and cooking in liquid are all 
acceptable cooking methods 
for beef, but not all are good 
choices for every cut. 

Tender Cuts Take Dry Heat 


Match Cut and 
Cooking Method 

It is with the round, chuck 
shank, brisket, short plate and 
flank that cooking know-how 
counts even more. Every one 
of the cuts from these less 
tender sections can be made 
tender and delicious when 
matched w r ith the proper 
cooking method. This usually 
means braising or cooking in 
liquid. Some also can be 
satisfactorily roasted, broiled, 
panbroiled or panfriedn under 
certain circumstances. 

Roasts such as sirloin tip 
and rump, that are less tender 
than rib roasts, are at their 
best w hen roasted only to rare 
or medium and carved in thin 
slices 

Marinades can be used to 
help tenderize steaks such as 
round and blade for broiling. 
For example, a top round 
steak, cut 1 * - to 2 inches thick, 
provides a delicious meal 
when scored on both sides, 
marinated 6 hours or over- 
night. broiled to rare or 
medium and cared diagonally 
in thin slices. 

When selecting blade steaks 
to broil, choose steaks cut only 


to 


inch thick and 


Traveling and camping with 
small children can be fun. It 
often isn’t because parents 
neglect the advance planning 
needed to make a trip run 
smoothly From Michigan 
State University child 
development specialist 
Jeanne Brown come some 
suggestions for camping with 
kids. 

Packing for the trip 

One of the joys of camping, 
Mrs Brown observes, is for a 
child to be able to get wet and 
dirty as often as possible - or 
so it seems to harried 
mothers. The wise mom packs 
plenty of old, durable clothes 
and shoes and doesn’t get 
upset by a healthy layer of 
dirt. Jeans, T-shirts and 
sneakers are the unofficial 
uniform of camping kids. 
Warm outer clothing for chilly 
weather and bathing suits and 
rain gear for wet days are 
must-ha^es. 

You don’t ha vd to take every 
bit of clothing the family 
owns, however, Mrs. Brown 
points out. You can almost 
always located a laundromat 
to wash out a few things to get 
by on. 

Disposable diapers are a 
blessing for the camping 
family that includes a 
member of the diaper set. 
Using disposables lightens 
Mother’s work considerably 
and cuts down the gear that 
has to be hauled around. 

Getting there 

“How- far is it now, 
Daddy?” 

‘ Aren’t we there yet?” 

"I’m tired of sittin.’ ” 
"Mommy, I gotta go bad!” 
Getting there isn’t half the 
fun if you spend the whole tip 
trying to control a back seat 
full of bored, restless young 
children It’s not that they’re 
trying to shave your patience 
thin, Mrs. Brown says. It’s 


just that children are too 
lively to sit quietly looking out 
at the scenery for ours on end. 

One solution to restlessness 
during long trips is to break 
the trip into several easy 
stages 

Whether you’re embarking 
on a long or a short tripl plan 
to stop once every hour or two 
so little ones can stretch their 
legs, Mrs. Brown suggests. A 
quick game of tag at a rest 
area can work off energies 
that would have surfaced 
later as fussing and fighting. 

Stopping at children’s 
museums. parks and 
playgrounds and other spots of 
interest to children con- 
tributes to the trip as a 
pleasureable experience in 
itself and helps parents and 
children arrive at their 
destination less worn out and 
bottle weary 

Keeping the children en- 
tertained betw een stops in half 
the battle won. Mrs Brown 
declares Favorite toys add 
picture books and guessing 
games appeal to young 
children, while school-age 
children enjoy car games: 
identiyfing license plates or 
automobiles, playing 20 
Questions, and so on. 

"Don’t overlook snacks as 
preventive medicine for 
crabbiness in adults as well as 
children,” the specialist 
suggests. "Milk or juice in a 
Thermos, fresh fruit, raisins 
and other noncrumby finger 
foods are ideal. Sweets should 
be avoided because, in com- 
bination with the motion of the 
car, they sometimes upset 
small tummies.” Plan on 
snacking during rest stops. 

A damp washcloth in a 
plastic bag or a package of 
premoistened towelettes ^re 
handy for cleaning up sticky 
fingers or minor spills 
If car sickness has been a 
problem in the past, your 
doctor can prescribe motion- 
sickness tablets.

“Despite the shortness of 
this holiday, a combination of 
many motorists driving near 
home and others rushing to 
resort spots could cause 
traffic fatalities to soar this 
July Fourth,” said Fred Rehn, 
Auto Club general manager. 

“The first danger - near- 
homedriving - is confirmed by 
State Police statistics which 
show that roughly two out of 
every' three fatal accidents 
over the last five years have 
occurred within 25 miles of the 
victims homes,” Rehm said. 

HE NOTED that with the 
average motorist expected to 
drive only about 90 miles 
during the July Fourth 
holiday, a potentially lethal 
situation could develop since 
many drivers tend to be more 
relaxed and less conscious of 
traffic safety when traveling 
in familiar surroundings. 

“Secondly, we anticipate 
many motorists taking their 
families to a resort or cam- 
ping area the weekend before 
the Fourth and then returning 
to work that Monday and 
Tuesday,” Rehm explained. 
“Tuesday night they will set 
out to rejoin their families for 
the Fourth, and possibly they 
will be less alert than they

and eagerness to reach their

Rehm pointed out that this 
dangerous after-work rush 
situation is considered by Auto 
Club as a main reason why 
last year, when July Fourth 
fell on a Tuesday, highway 
deaths reached a record 47 
during the 102-hour holiday 
period. 

This year’s July Fourth 
holiday officially begins at 6 
pm. Tuesday, July 3, and 
ends midnight Wednesday, 
July 4. Extremely heavy 
traffic volumes are not ex- 
pected, as usual, over this 
holiday due to its short 
duration. Peak travel times 
will probably be in the morning 
and from late afternoon to 
early evening on Wednesday. 

“Since many persons will 
probably be taking extra time 
off from work either before or 
after the Fourth, we do expect 
higher than normal traffic 
volumes over a 10-day period 
from Friday, June 29, to 
Sunday, July 8,” Rehm said. 

HE EMPHASIZED that 
fears of possible gas shortages 
should not deter any motorist 
from traveling during the July 
Fourth holiday. 

“While there are several 
service stations that are 
reducing their opening hours 
or limiting purchases to 
conserve fuel supplies, we are 
not aware of any motorist 
being stranded as result of not 
finding gas,” Rehm said. 

Rehm added that false 
alarm over gas shortages has 
been cited as a main cause 
behind an estimated 10 per- 
cent drop in tourism in the 
Upper Peninsula, as well as a 
five percent decrease in 
Mackinac Bridge crossings 
during the first two weeks in 
June 

“This is an unfortunate 
situation,” he noted, “because 
of all the sections of the state, 
the Upper Peninsula is 
probably in the best shape 
fuel-wise. Many U P. stations 
are operating with an excess 
of gasoline due to this sum- 
mer's decline in tourism.” 

Rehm said motorists could 
minimize any inconveniences 
in finding gas this July Fourth 
by taking these two 
precautions: stop for gas 
when fuel tanks are half 
empty, and fill tanks during 
daylight hours to avoid 
searching for an open station 
at night.

Beekeepers may file claim 
for losses due to pesticides 


In recent years the increasing use of pesticides has created 
a hazardous environment for honeybee population. 

The honeybee is vitally important to both the Michigan and 
the entire U S. economy since it is the major pollinator of 
legume seeds, fruit and vegetable crops. Quoting Dr. E.C. 
Martin of the Departmer t of Entomology at Michigan State 
University, use of honeybees to pollinate blueberries, fruit 
and alfalfa has created tremendous increases in yields. 

Honeybees provide about 85 per cent of the insect 
pollination of various crops worth approximately four billion 
dollars, a sizeable part of the agricultural economy. In ad- 
dition, the honey crop itself for 1972 was valued at $67,221,000 
nationally. 

Under the 1970 Agricultural Act, an indemnity payment

program was authorized for losses of bees due to approved 
pesticides. Wittenbach stated that the indemnity payment 
program under current legislation is authorized through Dec. 
31. The present Congress may include it in the farm program 
bill under consideration. 

To be eligible for payments, beekeepers must file with 
their local County ASC Committee a report listing the 
number of colonies located at each apiary. When colonies are 
moved to different locations, such changes in position must 
be reported to the county office. 

When losses occur due to pesticides, a beekeeper must 
report the loss promptly to the local county office. Im- 
mediately upon notice, arrangements will be made for an 
inspection by a representative of the County ASC Committee 
to determine the extent of damage. 

It is the responsibility of the beekeeper to furnish proof that 
the cause of damage was due to pesticide approved by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 

Proof may be furnished in the form of chemical tests or 
statements from persons such as pesticide applicators, 
farmers, or others who have firsthand knowledge of the type, 
date and the place the pesticide was applied.

Sometimes an old seaside 
home — like a hearty, but 
weatherworn boat — needs 
only a “fitting out” to make it 
shipshape.

State grid 
playoffs 
in 1974 

By TOM MOORADIAN 


For years high school football coaches in the state have 
moaned because there was no realistic way to determine a 
state champ. 

Many states, as Indiana and Ohio, do have a formula they 
use to determine stat? high school football championships. 
Michigan, it appears, will soon join their ranks 

Earlier this month the representative council of the 
Michigan High School Athletic Association had its annual 
spring meeting in Charlevoix and one of the items acted upon 
by this august group was *:> determine a means of staging 
football playoffs. 

“Some said it was impossible to stage state baseball 
tournaments,” commented Allen W Bush, director of the 
MHSAA, a body that governs the fate of athletics in the state. 
•But, in its third year the baseball championships have 
proven a tremendous success. 

“We have established a committee to study the feasibility 
of football playoffs and it will report to the schools before a 
vote of schools is completed,” Bush said. “We think the time 
is ripe for such playoffs. 

Though the plans are in their embryolic stage, there is 
optimism that preps may be playing for state titles as soon as 
1974. 

Coaches in this area, in the past, have applauded such 
plans. 

In fact, one of the systems I have personally favored for 
statewide tournaments was to let the league champs of each 
conference throughout the state represent the league in such 
a playoff. The conference championships would have greater 
meaning. 

THE REPRESENTATIVE council also adopted several 
note-worthy recommendations of the Junior High School 
Committee, including “increased events for swimming and 
track and removed the five-day limitation between scheduled 
meets ” 

And. seventh, and eighth graders will be allowed 12 
basketball games which includes each game played in an 
approved tournament 

The transfer rule restrictions were lifted for seventh and 
eighth graders, giving them immediate eligibility if their 
family should move from one school district to another. 

FOR BASKETBALL fans, take note: The MHSAA will 
make more tickets available for competing schools during 
state tournament time, and the sale of school courtesy tickets 
for the basketball tournament is eliminated. 

That probably will mean I won’t be able to get my courtesy 
tickets from coach Bill Hawley at Wayne Memorial. 

WITH THE increase of hockey teams in the state and the 
sports popularity ever-increasing, the MHSAA also will 
study the feasibility of conducting a state hockey tour- 
nament. 

And, one more note: Students will be limited to par- 
ticipating in only one sport season when that sport, leading to 
a state championship, is sponsored twice during the year. 
For example, a student may swim in either the fall or the 
winter season, but not both 

What brought up this column? Would you believe a letter 
from coach Robert Draheim, the learned grid scholar-coach 
from Garden City West High School? 

Draheim dropped his 1973 football schedule in the mail and 
I couldn’t help but think, folks football is just around the 
corner.

The Number, 'crisis center 
to open in Belleville Aug. 1

“The Number." an agency 
designed to offer crisis- 
counseling and problem 
assistance - for drug-related 
problems, emotional crisis, 
family conflicts, problem 
pregnancies and others, will 
open in the Belleville area on 
Aug. 1. 

The agency is to be locally 
staffed and locally funded and 
is in need of community 
support, said F. Robert 
Harkai. program director and 
member of the board of 
trustees composed of local 
residents. (The board of 
trustees presently is in the 
process of becoming a non- 
profit organization.! 

A person with some urgent 
need for a good listener or 
counselor can simply call The 
Number. 

A TRAINED phone staff will 
be on duty between 3 p.m. to 11 
p.m. to receive calls and assist 
in reducing the weight of crisis 
and help the caller to find 
some resolution, Harkai said. 

Harkai also said a back up 
staff will be available for 
persons needing face-to-face 
counseling on a short term 
basis once the immediate 
crisis is passed, and persons 
calling The Number may be 
referred to other agencies 
(clinics, hospitals and 
professional counselors).

There were 670,000 cooks 
and chefs \M>rking in the 
United States in 1970. By 
1980, according to the 
Department of Labor 
there will be over one 
million.
